RURAL CONDITIONS - GENERAL. 


Seasonal Conditions. Further good falls of rain have occurred on the North 
Coast. In other areas the rains of early February have been followed by hot 
dry wea’ ther, and further falls are needed, Water supplics for stock have been 

assured in most parts of the State, 


War risk insurance, Growing crops, livestock and farn improvencnts may be 
insured under the Commonwealth Govermient's plan to cover loss through war 
damage (including scorched carth ee and cneny occupation), Insurance of 
wool in store before appraisenent is conpulsory oe per cent,) but for wool in 
transit fron sheep's back to store, insurance is voluntary (6d. per cent.) 


Camned meat. The Minister for Ccmmerce has announecd that the Commonwealth 
Govermicn’ will pay 11/- a a dozen for 12 cans of mutton and 81/4 a, doz. for 6 lb, 
tins. This price has been subsidised fron the levy of approximately 9.5% on 
export Lanb, and will enable operators to pay 29d. to 24d. in the yards for second 
and third prade mutton. 


Australien tinned bacon is popular on the English market, The Commonwealth 
Govermient has undertaken to pay paneeere a bonus of 1/- a dozen tins. Pig 
raisers are being urged to produce for bacon not pork. 


Apples and Pears. The Comnomvealth Goverment has decided to inorease the 
unit rate to growers under the A pple and Pear Acquisition Scheme. Previously 


it was announced that 4d, per unit would be paid instead of 6d, per unit as in 
1941.6 Now growers will receive an initial advance of 4d. per ee and a second 
and Pinal paynent of 2d, a unit by 50th June, 


Citrus Fruits. The coming N.S.W. citrus crop is estimated to amount to 2.66 n, 
bushels, If dry weather continues the yicld will be still less, This estimate 
forecasts the lowest crop for many years. Production in 194041 was 2.71 me 
bushels, in 1939-40 was 2.41 m bushels and in 1938=39 was 3,11 m. bushels. 


Bgps. After the cnd of March surplus eggs will not be accepted for expor. 
WOOL. 


The U.S.i. War Production Board has ordered reduction in wool consunption 
for tst quarter 1942 to 80% of that for the corresponding period of 1941. 
Worsted manufacturers producing non=military coods have a ration of 50% of 1944. 
consumption and woollen milimen of only 40% For military work over the 80% 
ration will be allowed, The "victory suit" without cuffs or lapels will be 
the only style manufactured after 50th March, Regulation of women's clothing 


is being introduced in U.S.A, and Canada, 


Receipts of wool at Boston fron Feb, ist to 16th were the heaviest ever 
recordcd. 159, 491 bales were received from Australia, South Africa and South 
America, . Austrolian topmaker wool sold at up to 106 cents a lb, for good 
spinners, scourcd, duty paid, 


The Australian Graziers' Federal Council has appointed a committee to consider 
policy under war conditions, Its scope includes; consideration of shortage of 
TAOTPOWGTs possible use of woman=powcer; discussion of matters to be placed before 
the Arbitration Courts negotiations with the i.W.U.e3 negotiations with arny 
authoritics about making men and transport available for shcaring. 


The Grazicrs' Association is calling on wool-sgrowers voluntarily to adjust 
their shearing period so as to extend “the State shearing period and present 
an cven flow of work which can be handled by the men available, 


The Minister for Camierce is planning the appraisement and storare of more 
wool in the country, He has appointed two members of Parliament to investigate 
storape facilities in all States.

WHEAT, 


The Federal Governnent's scheme of wheat crop restriction was announced on 9th 
March, W, Australia is to be limited to an estimated crop of 221, bushels, a 
compulsory reduction of 11 m. bushels. Compensation will be at the rate of 1/- 
per bushel of the compulsory reduction, here is to be no compulsory reduction 
of acreage in other States beyond that at present applying under the Wheat 
Stabilisation Schene. The reduction in W. /iustralia was made because its surplus 
was greater than that of other States and transport fron Western Australia was 
difficult, The Minister for Commerce appealed to all large wheat-srowers 
voluntarily to reduce their acreage, 


Under the Western Australia Agricultural Bank's new plan of reconstruction, the 
whole of the Western Australian marginal wheat areas will be written dovm to a 
grazing basses 


Milling of a large quantity of flour in N.S.W. has now begun under the 
Federal plan to alleviate the shortage of bran and pollard (veBeS. 1942/20 pel). 
There is no enquiry for export flow, 


Wheat prices, The Canadian Minister for Trade proposed in the House of 
Commons, an inercase of 20 cents a bushel in the price of Western wheat for 
the 1942843 season. This would give the fnamers 90 cents a bushel. Tt is 
believed that the Canadian Wheat Board would accept 300 ne bushels at this price, 

This would reduce the margin between Canadian and U.S.A. wheat prices, 


Chicago options for July delivery fell slightly from the Januery and February 
figures to i130 cents per bushel on March 7th, This is still substantialh 
above the evel, of 1941. The hichest monthly average for 1941 was that for 
Decenber (1.26 AiG cents). The Winnipeg price for July options also fell 
slightly to 80% cents per bushel on March 7th, This is also well above the 
highos's monthly average for 1941 (March 194179 ‘7/16 cents). 


The price charged by the British Ministry of Food for Australien Wheat sold to 
millers is mehanged at 27/6 per quarter. The price of Canadian wheat rose 
slightiy Prort 55/14 per quarter at the end of February 192 to 33/3 on March Othe 
Argentine vheas was unchanged So 22s. 14 per qr. between the end of February and 
March 9%th. 


The fustralion Wheat Board price to millers for wheat for flour for hone 
consusption is unchanged at 5/115 per bushel, 
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DATRY PRODUCE. 


Production of butter has inercascd substantially on the North Coast, but 
the position on the South Coast has not improved, 


The Minister for Commerce has warned manufacturers to discontinue 
production of pastry grade butter as it will not be accepted by the British 
Ministry of Food and other markets are non-existent. Queensland is to instal 
a plant for producing pure butter fat from second~grade butter. A trial 
shipnent to Fiji of Australian=made ghee, landed in good condition and an order 
for a further 500 cases has been received. 


The Prices Commissioner has granted an inercase in the retail. price of buttery 
of td. a lbe, and of cheese (excels proprictary lines) of 15d, per lb. Reasons 
for the inerease were higher costs of the dairy farmer in wages, contracted 
markets for low grade butter, costs of transfer to cheese production and in- 
ercased costs of storage. The higher cost of living also justified higher 
money returns to the dairy farmer. The inoreased price will not cover the 
full effect of the war on the industry. 


In January and February 1942, pay to North Coast ercam suppliers was slightly 
below the level for previous years.
